HARDY PHLOX 


When you plant Phlox in the fall, 
they usually do better than spring- 
planted ones. That is because the 
fall-planted ones get hooked into 
the soil, and the plants are ‘‘rarin’ 
to go”’ with the first breath of 
spring. The first winter, mulch well 
after (not before) ground freezes. 


Phlox grow 18” to 36” high, de- 
pending upon soil. They like full 
sun but do well in partial shade. 
The pastel pinks and blues look 
better in partial shade where the 
sun won't fade them. 


Phlox bloom in July and August, 
and are perfectly hardy. Keep the 
flowers cut so the plants won't go 
to seed and quit blooming. The 
seedlings usually come a muddy 
magenta color and, being vigorous, 
crowd out your good varieties.

CREEPING PHLOX 


(or Phlox Subulata) 


You may know these plants as ‘‘moss 
pinks" or ‘‘mountain pinks’’ also. But by 
whatever name you call it (its real name is 
Phlox Subulata), it is a wonderful plant of 
much beauty and many uses. 

It grows low—not over four or five inches 
high, and is evergreen. The foliage is fine and 
moss-like, but covers the ground like acarpet. 
In early spring (usually in April or May), it 
blooms with hundreds of colorful flowers that 
literally cover the foliage. The picture above 


shows Creeping Phlox growing in our nursery rows, and 
you can see how colorful it is during this blooming period. 

Creeping Phlox is ideal for edging a walk or driveway, 
as shown in the picture at the right. It is widely used also 
in rock gardens, or on banks. It makes a good plant to 
stop washing, or cover bare spots. Another good use for 
it is shown in the lower right-hand photograph, where it 


is used to border outdoor steps. 


Creeping Phlox is easy to grow. It will thrive in hot 
and rather dry locations; it likes full sun, but will tolerate 
partial shade. It does not do well in full shade. The 
plants increase in size so that every few years you prob- 
ably will be able to dig them, divide them, and replant 
into a larger area. Fall is a good time to plant them; cover 
them the first winter, after the ground freezes, with a 


light mulch to prevent frost heaving.

If you have never planted lilies in the fall, we urge you to 
do so. You probably know, of course, that the Madonna 
lily should be planted in the fall only, but you will find 
that all lilies are particularly well adapted to fall plant- 
ing. Just plant them in the usual way but, if you live 
where the ground freezes, mulch with 2 inches of coarse 
straw after the ground is frozen, particularly the first 
winter.

No C.0.D.’s, Please 


We don't ship C.O.D. for two 
reasons: 

First, it sometimes delays de- 
livery, and nursery stock should 
be planted as soon as possible 
after we ship it. 

Secondly, it increases your cost, 
and ours. It costs us extra to 
handle a C.O.D. shipment, and 
it costs you extra because you 
pay the C.O.D. fee when you re- 
ceive the package. 


HOW WE SHIP 


If your first package does not 
include everything you ordered, 
don’t worry, because we often 
make separate shipments. 

The following are sent in sepa- 
rate packages, even when sent on 
the same day: garden seed and 
non-perishable goods; perennials; 


house plants; evergreens; roses, 
and shrubs, etc. 

Also, we ship according to 
proper planting time in your 
area; this sometimes causes sep- 
arate shipments. And some items 
are not ready to ship as soon as 
others. For instance, fall bulbs 
are “ripe’’ enough to ship about 
Sept. 15, and we can ship peren- 
nials at about the same time. But 
trees and shrubs are not dormant 
enough to ship until late October 
or early November. The hybrid 
amaryllis and callas will be ready 
for shipment about Nov. 15. 
Don’t worry about their being 
too late for fall planting because 
you can plant successfully in 
the fall even when you have to 
break a heavy frozen crust to dig 
a hole. 

Read the papers that come in- 
side your package; they tell you 
what, if anything, is being shipped 
separately. 


You Don’t Lose 
If We Ship Parcel Post Items 
with Express Items 


Almost all the items we sell are 
shipped parcel post prepaid. But 
some few trees are too big to send 
by parcel post, so we send them 
express collect. If this is so, we 
say so in giving the price in the 
catalog. 

Now if your order includes 
both parcel post items and ex- 
press items, we sometimes (not 
often) put them together in one 
bundle and ship the whole order 
by express. This very seldom in- 
creases your express charges. But 
to be sure of being fair, we always 
include a little extra nursery 
stock free of charge in every ex- 
press shipment. 


How to Save on 
Railway Express Charges 


Some trees are too big to ship 
by parcel post; in that case we 
ship them express charges col- 
lect. That is, you pay the express 
charges when you receive the 
package. No tree will be shipped 
express unless we show it that 
way with the price in the cata- 
log. The minimum charge for 
railway express is 2.01, plus 3% 
Federal tax, or a total of $2.07. 
Most packages do not exceed this 
minimum because we can ship 10 
pounds 800 miles, or 20 pounds 


300 miles, before going over the 
minimum. 

However, to cut your express 
costs per tree, we suggest you 
order several trees. Five trees in 
a package, for instance, would
